¢ is faid, that the Viceroy of Mexico, and Go-
vernor of Carthagena, were at the Havannah all
the Time of the Sicge: ‘T'hat the Governor of the
Havannah fhould have faid, That Providence had
taken the Place; for that during the Time he
had refided there, he never knew a Month, in
which there were not Gales of Wind fufficient to
have drove the Englifh Fleet on Shore, until the
Siege commenced : That the Spanifh Officers, it
was reported, went to their Governor, in the Time
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of the general Attack on the Elcventh of Auguft,
and told him, That the Englith Fire was fo hot,
there was no Poffibility of ftanding by their Guns
with any Safety; and that they could not, nor
would not, do it any longer: And that during
the ten Hours our Batteries played on the Town
and Fortifications, 60o Spaniards were killed ;
but that the Town was not much damaged, the
Firing being chiefly againft their Forts.

N._B. On the zgth of July, a Spanith 36 Gun
Frigate, which enfiladed our Lines, and retarded
the finithing our Batteries, was funk in the Har-
bour ; bur, in lefs than an Hour's Time, her Place
was fupplied by a 74 Gun Ship.

In Addition to the foregoing, we have Advice
by the Men of War and Tranfports arrived at
New-York from the Havannzh, as follows, viz.
¢ That there were Five Million Sterling, in Spe-
cie, found in the Spanith Treafury ; and ’twas
thought as much more would be got, which had
been conveyed into the Country : That two Ga-
lcons likewife were taken in the Harbour, and
one French 74 Gun Ship: That four Dutch Vef-
fels 2rrived at the Havannah two Days before our
Fleet appeared off, loaded with Ammunition ; and
’tis thought without their Affiftance the Spaniards
could not have held out above a few Days: That
there were feven Spanifh Men of War of the Line
on float in the Harbour ; and two of the Line, and
one Frigate funk : That there were two other Fri-
gates burnt, the one by Lightning, the other by
